Superintendent ¥, W. Chavles, of the
Boys' Industrial school at Topeka, is
sald to be likaly to lose his place €S
head of that institution when the state
board of control gets ready to act on

the appointment of some one to that po-
Eition.

Meémbers of the board maintain their
usual policy of refusing to discuss pos-
sible changes. It Is known, however,
that a fight is being made on Charles
on the ground that his management of
the institution his not been satisfactory.
At one time during the adminlstration
of Guvernor Balley there was consider-
able talk that Charles would be dis-
placed, and many charges were made
s#gainst him. It seems to be = fact
that nearly all those who have at previ-
ous times been employed at the Reform
school have some pretty harsh oritic-
Isms to make concerning the Charles
administration. Among other things it
Is clalmed that the boys at the institu-
tion have not besn given the right kind
of food, and that the dainties and lux-
urfes have been reserved for the tahles
of the officlals of the school.

Na action {s llkely to be taken on the
Charles matter at prexent, howevsr, as
E. B. Schermerhorn, chairman of ths
board, left today for Osawatomle, where
he will make the regular monthly ex-
amination of that institution, as re-
quired by law.

Al the session yesterday, the board
announced the appointment of Dr. L W,
Clark of Edna, Labette county, to suc-
ceed Dr, C. 8. Newlon, who was dismiss-
ed fromn the office of superintendsnt of
the Winfield school for feeble minded
youths - Dr. Van Nuys, who has been
In charge at Winfield since Newlon's
dismissal., will return to his place at the
Topeka state hosnital.

Thers were a nhmber of appli-
cants for the place and the board se-
iected the one they thought would best
handle the duties of the offive.

EXCHANGE CARDS.

Peace Envoys Find All Creden-
tials Satisfactory.

Conference Will Be Conducted
in French and English.

NO:

ARMISTICE, NOW.

Fighting Will Continue Until
Peace Is Assured.

Neither Party Appearsto Desire
‘ Cessation of Hostilities.

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 9%—The
first session of the peace conference
between the Russian and Japaness en-
Voys has béen concluded. The mesting
lasted about an hour, during which
time the credentinls of each mission
were examined respeectively by the
other. The ecredentials weare found en-
tirely satisfactory. The other business
was the agresment upon a programme
for future sessions. The next meeting
will be held at 9:30 tomorrow. After
the conference, the envoys spent some
time in thelr respective offices, leaving
the general stores bullding shortly
after noon. The return to Newcastle
wis by launch, Baron Komura and
Myr. Takahira were the first to

lenve
the navy yard landing. The Russians
followed shortly afterwards, the trip

to the liotel lJanding belng made by the
Russlans and the Japanese in separate
bomis.

The envoys have agreed that the
English and French languages shall be
usad jJointly and that the official min-
utes of the meetings ghall be recorded
in both languages.

The official detalls of the programme
have not yet been made publle, A
correspondent was received by one aof
the plenipotentiaries within ten min-
utes after the missions returned, and in
reply to questions aboul the confer-
ence, he suld: “"You can say thal this
morning’s meeting wa=z entrely satis-
factory, so far as it went. Our next
meeting will be held tomorrow morn-
ing. Provided all goes well we will get
down 1o business then. Termsa were
not discussed at today’s mesting.””

On behalf of Baron Komura and Mr.

Takahira, Mr, Sato handed the follow=

ing officip] statement to the correspon-
dents reparding this morning’'s meet-
ng:

No Armistice Yet.

Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 8.—The day
which was to bring the Initial meeting,
of Russlan and Jupanese envoys al the
navy yard, eopened with delightful
weather conditions.. The méembers of
both the Russian and Japanese mls-
stons were early aboul the hotel and
with the exception of Mr. Witte and
Baron Rosen ate breakfast in the main
dining room. As several of the Rus-
slang were coming out of the dining
room they met two of the Japunese
entering. They exchanged profound
bows but did not shake hands. Baron
Komura and Mr, Takahira and Secre-
tary Adatol lefi the Hotel Wentworth
by automoeblle for the navy yard at
.55 o'clock. They were greeted on
the veranda by Secretary Pierce.

Ar, Witte and Baron Rozen depart-
ed shortly after In another agatomobile
leaving by a secondary entrance which
Ieads to their apartments. There were
many people waiting on the vernuda
to witness the departure of the envoys,
With the approach of Lhe hour of
meeting the fesling became more pro-
nounced thay an armistice wouald not
be agreed upon until the success of the
negotiations was assurad. The known
opposition ¢f Japan to thiz formality,
and the hearty support which Londan
i understood to have glven to it, is be-
Heved to have minimized the wish of
Hussia for & truce. Another cause for
their willingness not tao press for an
armistice at thd first meeting is be-
Heved to be the recent opposition sald
to have manifested ltself among the
Russian forees at the front against
peace negotiations. It is felt that 1o
ask them to sign a truce might have a
bad effect upon their =pirits and serve
ta Increase thelr opporition to the end-
inzg of the war.

Ride in Automobiles,

It was arranged that the plenipoten-
tiaries should make the trip in twd big
gutomobiles which had been sent for
their use instead of by lavach, which
is expected to be the usual method. It
took about half an hour to cover the
six miles from the hotel {o the navy
vard and at 10:30 the envoys ar-
rived at the mnaval store bullding
where their sitting was to take place.
The foreigners attracted no particular
attention as they passed through the
city today.

At the navy yard the careful ar-
rangements made by Admiral Mead,
the commandant, for exciuding all
persons not connectad with the envoys,
operated perfectly, every outsider
ing stopped uat the entrance of the
vard. Several marines will gunrd out-
gide the conference building through-
out the time the envoys are in session

hotel for the nayvy yard thigs morning,
Mr. Honda, private secretary to Baron
Komura, went to the apartmenis of
the Russian mission, where he was re-
ceived in the reception room by Mr.

6ED, EVANS DEAD

Bnilder of Hansas State House
Passes Away,

End Comes After Many Years of
Suffering.

HIS EVENTFUL CAREER

Started as Stonemason and Be-
came Prominent Contractor.

Profits on State House Werk
Over $150,000.

George H. Evans, the man who baiit
the Kansas state house, died at Keith's
hospital last night after g lingering
illness of several years.

George H. Evans was born in 1849,
i Fulton. county, Indiana. He was
one of ten chiidren, five of whom
were boys. His parents lived on a
farm, and George was ralsed as o
farmer.

The Civil war  broks
George was 12 years old. Several eof
his brothers eniflsted. One of them
wus Kkllled, and when the recruiting
offlcer came back to Fulton county to
récruit new members for the company
of which hig brother had been & mem-
ber, George enlisted. He was only 14
years old at the time. He served with
credit through the remainder of the
war as a member of Company Bo
Elghty-seventh Indinna volunteers,

At the close of the war'the entire
Evans family, except four of the older
children who had married, moved to
Kansas, and settled on a farm near
Topeka.

Evans dld his first work in Topeka
on the west wing of the state house,
then In process of construction. There
he learmed | the trade of stonemagon,
and found out some things aboul the
management of bis contracts.

It was not long before young Evans
began to take contricts for bulldings
in Topeka and neighboring towns, and
when the contricts for building the
siate houxe were on tap. Evanb formed
a parinership with Joe Cox of Law-
rence, The firm of Fvans & Cox cut &
wide swath in those days. Thelr Infiu-
ence counted for much. Many were
the desp polidoenl intrigues with which
their names were assoclated. It pald
well to stand in with the legizlature,
and Evans & Cox pluyed the game to
the 1imit. They landed the contract
for bullding the central portion of the
state capltol. From the huge stones
which went Into the subterransan
foundations up to the highest pinnacis
of stone and mortar on the dome, the
work was done by Evans & Cox. Thelr
huge stone saws, run by machinery,
sllced out great limestone blocks, while
the clink of the stonecutters’ chiscls
resounded constantiy In the great stone-
sard about the stats house square. A
million dollars represented the wvalos
of the contracits secured on the state
house job. -

Evans & Cox seemed to have strings
on pretty nearly everybody in  those
days. They are sald to have had a
hand in the preparation of specifica-
tions. in the letting of the contracts
and the passage of the appropriation
bills. They pecured control of certain
brands of bullding mmaterial. and had
thosge brands mentioned in the speci-
fications. Hence it was necessary for
anyone who bid on the contracts to get
prices for some of thelr material from
Evans & Cox. This gave them the in-
gide track, and they used it to good ad-
vantage. When unable to obtain some
guch advantage, they sometimes hid
the work clear down to cost, and then
arranged matters so0 that certain
changbes in the plans were ordered by
the ullding commission. For such
“extras” Evans & Cox were pald big
prices; enough to insure them a fat
profit on the whole job.

The original plans for the state
house called for a clrcular dome.
Evans & Cox secured the contract for
building such a dome, at & very low
figure. Subsequently, the plans wesre
changed, and an octagonal dome asked
for. For this change, Evans & Coxare
sald to have received $40,000 exirs, In
spite of the fact that it cost them lesx
to build an octagonal dome than a cir-
cular one.

Tn conversation with a reporter for
the State Journal some time dgo, Mr.
Evans szid:

“We made big money on tha state
house work. Owur profits were not less
